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I beg  leave  to  coiiinmuicate  to  tlie  Asliwell  Rural  District 
Council  my  Annual  Report  for  tlie  year  1901  on  the  conditions 

affecting  the  health  in  the  District  and the  means  for 

improving  those  conditions/^  and  in  addressing  myself  to  this 
task  I have  to  point  out  to  the  Council  that  by  the  “ Memo- 
randum as  to  Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health/’ 
issued  by  the  Local  Grovernment  Board,  October,  1901,  I am 
directed  to  discuss  prescribed  subjects  in  definite  order  and  give 
information,  which  may  seem  superfluous  to  the  Council.  The 
following  extract  from  the  memorandum  will  make  clear  the 
intentions  of  the  Local  Government  Board  : — 

“ As  subjects  concerning  which  the  Board  desire  to  obtain,  through 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  not  only  definite  general 
information,  but  record  also  of  particular  changes  of  condition  that  may 
have  occurred  incidentally  or  by  action  of  the  local  authority,  the  following 
deserve  to  be  especially  borne  in  mind  : — 

“ Physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  District. 

“House  accommodation,  especially  for  the  working  classes  : its  adequacy 
and  fitness  for  habitation.  Sufficiency  of  open  space  about  houses, 
and  cleanliness  of  surroundings.  Supervision  over  erection  of  new 
houses. 

“Sewerage  and  drainage:  its  sufficiency  in  all  parts  of  the  District. 
Condition  of  sewers  and  house  drains.  Method  or  methods  of 
disposal  of  sewage.  Localities  where  improvements  are  needed. 

“Excrement  disposal  : sy.stem  in  vogue  ; defects,  if  any. 

“ Removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse — whether  by  public  scavenger  or 
occupiers  : frequency  and  method. 

“Water  supply  of  the  District  or  its  several  parts  : its  source  (from  public 
service  or  otherwise),  nature  (river  water,  well  water,  upland  water, 
etc.),  sufficiency,  whole.someness,  and  freedom  (by  special  treatment 
or  otherwise)  from  risks  of  pollution. 

“ Places  over  which  the  Council  have  supervision,  «.</.,  lodging  houses, 
slaughterhouses,  bakehouses,  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops, 
factories  and  workshops,  and  offensive  trades. 

“Nuisances  : proceedings  for  their  abatement — any  remaining  unabated. 

“Methods  of  dealing  with  infectious  diseases  : notification  ; isolation 
hospital  accommodation  and  its  sufficiency  ; disinfection. 

“ With  regard  to  such  points  it  sliould  be  remembered  that  these  reports 
are  for  the  information  of  the  Board  and  of  the  County  Council  as  well  as  of 
the  Council  of  the  District,  and  that  a statement  of  tlie  local  circumstances 
and  a history  of  local  sanitary  questions,  which  may  seem  superfluous  for  the 
latter,  may  often  be  needed  by  the  former  bodies.” 

According  to  my  usual  practice  I first  pass  in  review  tlie 
Vital  Statistics  and  Disease  Incidence  of  the  year. 
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1.— VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  result  of  the  enumeration  of  the  population  at  the 
recent  Census  supplied  to  me  from  the  G-eneral  Registry  Office 
shows  the  population  of  the  district  to  be  3,953,  a decrease  of 
727  since  the  constitution  of  the  district  in  the  year  1897.  In 
regard  to  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  there  should  be  in  the 
nature  of  things  an  increase  of  the  population;  this  decrease 
must  therefore  be  accounted  for  by  emigration  out  of  the 
district.  In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  I have  re-calculated  the  Vital  Statistics  for 
the  past  four  years.  Adopting  the  above-mentioned  results 
of  the  Census  as  the  basis  of  calculation  the  Vital  Statistics  are 
as  follows : — 

The  number  of  deaths  which  have  been  registered  in  the 
several  parishes  is  48  ; this  number  must  be  corrected  by  an 
addition  of  three,  which  have  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  and 
two  which  have  occurred  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  making  a 
corrected  total  of  53,  which  on  the  published  Census  return  of 
1901  gives  a death-rate  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  per  1000 
living  per  annum  of  13'4.  The  death-rate  in  England  and  Wales 
for  the  same  period  is  given  at  16‘9  in  the  Summary  of  the 
Registrar  General,  contained  in  his  Report  for  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year. 

The  only  death  in  the  group  of  z^nnotic  diseases  in  the 
District  has  been  one  from  infantile  Diarrhoea,  which  gives  a 
death-rate  from  this  group  of  diseases  of  0*2  per  thousand  living 
per  annum.  Influenza  has  caused  no  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  87,  equal  to  a 
birth-rate  of  22'0  per  thousand  living  per  annum.  The  birth-rate 
for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given  at  28*5. 

The  ratio  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  one  thousand 
registered  births  is  57  which  indicates  a rate  of  infantile  mor- 
tality only  about  one-third  that  of  the  previous  year.

There  is  a marked  decrease  of  mortality  over  that  of  the 
previous  year ; the  deaths  due  to  Phthisis  and  Cancer  are  much 
higher  than  during  that  period,  and  the  death-rate  for  these 
diseases  is  POl  and  1*26  respectively;  the  death-rate  for  these 
diseases  for  the  previous  year  is  0*48  and  0*72  respectively.

2.— DISEASE 

The  incidence  of  zymotic 

than  during  the  year  1900.  With  regard  to  Scarlet  Fever  one 
case  occured  at  Ashwell  in  January,  the  origin  of  which  could 
not  be  traced ; the  patient  was  isolated  in  another  cottage  near 
by.  One  case  occurred  at  Barley  in  August;  the  disease  was 
probably  introduced  from  a distance. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria  one  case  was  notified  at  Barkway 
in  November.  There  is  reason  to  think  this  may  have  been 
some  other  throat  disease  than  the  one  alleged.  A case 
occurred  at  Ashwell  in  December ; rubbings  from  the  throats 
of  the  patient  and  other  inmates  of  the  house  were  taken  for 
bacterial  examination,  but  the  special  microbe  of  Diphtheria  w^as 
not  discovered. 

With  regard  to  Typhoid  Fever  the  onl}^  case  notified 
occurred  at  Therfield  in  September,  and  was  that  of  a visitor 
from  a distance  w^ho  fell  ill  immediately  on  arrival;  the 
disease  therefore  could  not  have  been  contracted  in  the  villaore.

Measles  were  epidemic  at  Therfield  during  August,  and 
necessitated  closure  of  the  schools  for  several  weeks.

3.-PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  villages  of  Barkway,  Kelshall,  Nuthampstead,  Eeed 
and  Therfield  are  situated  on  boulder  clay  overlying  the  chalk ; 
Ashwell  and  Barley  on  the  chalk,  and  Hinxworth  partly  on  the 
chalk  and  partly  on  the  gault.  The  village  of  Ashwell  is  about 
150  feet,  and  the  remaining  villages  between  300  and  500  feet 
above  ordnance  datum. 


4.— HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

House  Xhe  house  accommodation  in  the  district  especially  for  the 

working  classes  is  generally  satisfactory  and  is  of  the  primitive 
thatched  type,  except  in  a few  instances  where  modern 
dwellings  have  been  erected,  but  not  therefore  on  that  account 
insalubrious,  for  the  thatched  cottage,  if  in  good  repair,  and 
wdth  cleanly  surroundings,  is  generally  more  comfortable  and 
healthy  a dwelling  than  its  brick  and  slate  substitute.  There  is 
sufficiency  of  open  space  about  the  houses  in  all  the  villages  with 
the  exception  of  parts  of  Ashwell.  The  cleanliness  of  the 
surroundings  differs  according  to  the  character  of  the  inhabitants. 
There  is  no  official  supervision  over  the  erection  of  new  houses, 
but  in  every  instance  a water  certificate  is  insisted  upon  before 
occupancy,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  Section  6 of  the 
Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878.  Houses  have  been  erected 
during  the  year  at  Ashwell  1,  Barkway  1,  Reed  2. 


5.— SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  no  system  of  sewerage  in  the  district^  but  in  some 
of  the  villages  drains  are  provided  to  which  the  house  drains 
are  connected  and  these  discharge  into  the  watercourses. 


6.— EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. 

In  most  of  the  villages  there  are  pit  privies_,  but  these  are 
gradually  being  substituted  by  earth  closets. 

In  consequence  of  lack  of  accommodation  in  this  regard  at 
Barkway  three  earth  closets  have  been  erected. 

The  excrement  both  from  privy  pits  and  earth  closets  is 
disposed  of  on  garden  ground. 


7.— REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

House  refuse  is  removed  and  disposed  of  by  the  occupiers^ 
temporarily  in  ash  pits^  and  subsequently  on  garden  ground. 

It  might  be  worth  while  for  the  Council  to  consider  whether 
systematic  scavengering  might  not  be  instituted  in  the  larger 
villages  in  the  district. 


8.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

At  Bark  way,  Keed,  Hinxworth,  and  Nuthampstead,  the 
water  supply  is  obtained  partly  from  shallow  wells  and  partly 
from  ponds  ; at  Ashwell  from  wells  and  springs ; at  Barley  and 
Therfield  from  ponds  and  deep  wells,  and  at  Kelshall  from 
ponds. 

The  public  supply  to  Barkway  provided  by  the  late  Mr. 
Adams  appears  to  work  satisfactorily. 

The  question  of  water  supply  to  Heed  which  has  occupied 
so  much  attention  in  the  past  has  not  been  the  subject  of 
discussion  during  the  year.  The  well  at  the  Knoll,  mentioned 
in  my  report  for  the  year  1899  continues  to  supply  fairly  good 
water  but  in  small  quantities. 

With  regard  to  Kelshall  there  have  been  several  attempts 
at  arriving  at  some  scheme  for  providing  a better  supply  for  this 
village,  several  parish  meetings  and  conferences,  one  of  which  I 
attended,  with  property  owners  having  been  convened;  a partial 
success  has  been  obtained. 

The  question  of  an  improved  supply  to  the  village  of 
Ashwell,  especially  on  the  Korth  side,  still  remains  wdiere  it 
was  left  at  the  time  of  my  report  for  the  year  1897, 
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Inspections.

At  Nuthampstead,  during  the  summer  months,  water  was 
carted  from  a neighbouring  parish  three  times  a week  at  the 
cost  of  the  District  Council.  No  steps  have  been  taken  during 
the  year  to  provide  an  improved  supply  for  this  village. 

At  Therfield,  the  pond  at  Lower  Green  has  been  cleared 
out  and  fenced  round,  and  now  yields  a plentiful  supply. 

In  those  villages,  which  obtain  their  supply  from  ponds,  the 
quality  of  the  water  might  be  very  much  improved  by  the 
interposition  of  a filtering  area  between  the  ponds  and  the 
dipping  places  and  pumps. 

9.— PLACES  OVER  WHICH  THE  COUNCIL  HAVE 
SUPERVISION. 

The  Slaughter-houses,  Bake-houses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds 
have  been  periodically  inspected,  and  in  several  instances  orders 
given  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  cleansing  and  lime- 
washing have  been  duly  carried  out. 


10.— NUISANCES. 

Several  complaints  were  made  to  me  of  the  alleged 
pollution  of  the  Back  ditch  at  Ashwell  which  discharges  into 
the  river.  On  examination  it  appeared  to  me  to  be  seriously 
polluted  by  organic  materials.  The  highway  drains  are 
connected  with  this  ditch,  but  that  fact  would  not  account  for 
its  polluted  state.  I therefore  had  a sample  of  the  water 
submitted  to  chemical  examination,  and  the  analyst  in  his 
report  thereon  states  that  the  sample  had  a slight  acid  re-action 
indicative  of  the  presence  of  sour  vegetable  pollution  such  as 
brewery  waste,  &c.,  in  contradistinction  to  ordinary  domestic 
sewage  which  is  always  alkaline. This  was  duly  reported  to 
the  District  Council,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  abate  the 
nuisance. 

Nuisances  of  various  kinds  as  indicated  in  the  Inspectors 
Table  in  the  appendix  to  this  report  have  been  dealt  with. 


11.— METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES. 

The  methods  of  dealing  with  infectious  diseases  are  by 
notification,  followed  by  inquiry  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  or  by  both,  according  to  their  importance. 
There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  at  present ; but  for  this  district, 
Royston  Urban  and  Melbourn  Rural  District,  an  Isolation  Hospital 
is  in  course  of  construction.  Advice  is  given  to  the  householders 
to  carry  out  isolation  in  their  own  homes  as  far  as  practicable. 


The  Schools  authorities  are  informed  of  the  households  in  which 
infectious  diseases  have  appeared,  with  a request  to  exclude  all 
the  members  until  they  are  free  from  infection,  but  where 
epidemic  influence  shows  a tendency  to  spread  closure  of  the 
schools  is  recommended. 

In  threatened  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  prophylactic  doses 
of  Antitoxin  are  recommended  for  the  protection  of  other  persons 
exposed  to  the  chances  of  infection,  and  bacterial  examination 
of  rubbings  from  the  throats  and  nasal  passages  is  made  for  the 
discovery  of  any  unsuspected  cases  of  the  disease. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a case  the  infected  rooms  and  the  articles 
contained  therein  are  disinfected  by  aerial  disinfectants,  but 
there  is  no  machinery  in  the  district  for  disinfection  by  heat 
or  steam. 


12.— PERMISSIVE  ACTS. 

The  only  one  of  the  Permissive  Acts  in  force  in  the  district 
is  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889.  It  might  be 
worth  the  consideration  of  the  Council  whether  the  adoption  of 
the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  the  Public 
Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  would  not  be  beneficial  to 
the  district. 


STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Statistical  Tables  required  by  the 
Local  Grovernment  Board  have  again  been  altered.  I hope  that 
the  explanatory  notes  will  suffice  to  make  them  intelligible. 
Table  II.  is  omitted  by  direction  of  the  Local  Grovernment  Board 
as  needless  for  small  and  undivided  Districts.  The  Inspector’s 
record  of  work  is  appended  hereto.
